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DETAILED ACTION 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to disclose a sand screen unit having axially spaced tubes on the external surface 
of the screen for delivering a particulate-containing fluid suspension to different axial 
positions. Particularly, the prior art fails to discloses unperforated tubes. Newly cited 
Jones et al discloses all of the claimed features except for the tubes being unperforated. 
To modify Jones would destroy the teachings of the reference that is to have the tubes 
perforated so that the fluid can exit at any point along the tubes.
